Bennett, employed by the 
city of St. Paul to put into effect its 
i ew form of commission gov ernment 
cn April 1, describes for the Dispatch 
in this article the v arious duties of 
the comptroller as defined 
by St. 
Paul's new commission gov ernment. 


Of the eight electiv e officers who 
under the St. Paul commission cha rt­ 
er make up the city gov ernment, none 
is more important than the comptrol­ 
ler. 
He is quite as im portant an off­ 
icer as the mayor or any of the six 
councilmen-commissioners, the others 
among the eight. 
While Tacoma has 
a similar officer in its commission 
ci.arter, l know of no place hav ing 
a comptroller with equal autuority. 


Municipal gov ernment is as good as 
the citizenship whit 
controls it and 
nc better, and tha t citizenship is good 
Ironi the standpoint of good gov ern­ 
ment just so far a s it knows and 
understands the details of the city 
business. For that reason an account­ 
ing, checking and publicity officer is 
euite as important as the officers con­ 
ducting the administration. 
That is 
the function of St. Paul's comptrol­ 
ler. 
He is wholly independent of the 
mayor and council, owing his elec­ 
tion directly to the people and be­ 
ing directly responsible to them, u u r 
comptroller is not a member of the 
council nor is he inv olv ed in any way 
in administrativ e work proper, ex- 
c- pt so far as he looks after finances. 
For that reason he must make his 
record by watching the work of the 
administration officers, keeping a cor­ 
rect record of it, prev enting abuse 
of power, and informing the public 
a* to just what is going on. 
To do this he must see tha t records 
ere kept which will inform him in 
detail of all business transacted by 
the city. 
He is therefore authorized 
to prescribe forms to direct the sys­ 
tem of accounting and to say how' re- 
p >rts shall be made up. 
It is his 
business to giv e the public a month!» 
report showing in an enlightening 
m anner w hat the city has been doing 
the month before. 
He must keep an auditor busy in 
t i e departments all the time check­ 
ing up their accounts. 
Each d epa rt­ 
ment must be checked up at leae; 
ci ce a year. 
An engineering office.* 
is giv en him to inspect and check up 
city work, for a city may be robbed 
while on tne face ol the books ev ery­ 
thin g is clean and regular. 
It 
is 
made the business of the St. Paul 
comptroller not only to see tha t the 
book« are straight, but also tha t the 
(ity buys honest goods, that its worn 
is done honestly and efficiently, tha t 
its serv ices are what they should be. 
Another important thing in city 
gov ernment is tnat employes are the 
mght sort and that they giv e v aluu 
receiv ed for the salaries paid tnem 
bj 
th** city. 
To bring about tuat, 
end, civ il serv ice system has been in-, 
corporated into the new charter and 
the comptroller has been placed at 
the head of it.

It is absurd to place in the hands *f 
the mayor or nis appointees a func- 
ti« n intended to control the mayor 
in making appointments. 
Annual budgets will be made up 
by the comptroller. 
With his a u d i ­ 
tor and his inspector constantly on 
the job h* 
knows better than anv 
oiher citizen the needs of the d epa rt­ 
ments. 
Estimates are secured from 
departm ent heads, but they do not 
Lind the comptroller. 
The council must pass the budget 
It may cut down as it sees fit, may 
increase as a whole three per cent, or 
any fund ten per cent.
